What is true of the Stain- 
tondale is equally true of many 
other Hunts, The small packs, which 
in recent years have rather lost their 
character in endeavouring to ape 
those wealthier and more ‘‘fashion- 
able’, will have to revert to their 
quondam simplicity; the erstwhile 
rich hunts will be compelled to pra- 
ctice rigid economy. Some_ packs 
have already been disbanded never 
to be revived. In John Peel's old 
country 500 hill sportsmen subscrib- 
er £159 towards the upkeep of the 
Blencathra Hunt and another £83 
was raised by dances and whist 
drives. Thus the hunt finances are in 
a better position than they have 
been for some time. So long as we 
have little farmers, labourers and 
villagers ready to put their hands in 
their pockets to help their local 
pack there is no fear for the future 
of foxhunting, especially in the hill 
countries where the great winter 
sport may still be seen conducted 


much as it was a century ago. 


Many of us hear with real regret 
of badgers being dug out with no 
better excuse than that someone has 
“arranged a dig to try his own and 
other terriers” This is never a fair 
contest worthy of sportsmen, for 
first one terrier, then another is sent 
in to tackle a tiring badger. Poor 

srock’’ is a most inoffensive, harm- 
less animal, who does not attack, but 
is so often compelled to defend him 
self, invariably getting the better of 
encounters which, however, end in 
his destruction, Why? He is one of 
the last and most interesting of out 
wild animals; why should he be sub- 
jected to such treatments? The plea 
of sport cannot be advanced, for 
there is no sport in it! So I repeat, 
we regret these ‘digs’ and unequal 
contests. In normal times the Duke 
of Buccleuch’s pack commenced cub- 
hunting by the second week in July. 
It was usually the first to begin 
operations, and probably will be this 
year. In that Scottish country they 
have big woodlands in whick young 
hounds can begin their education 
without any fear of damage being 
done to crops. The veteran George 
Summers (he has heen with the Buc- 
cleuch since 1893, huntsman since 
1902, and was born August 6, 1872), 
has often been chaffed about hunting 
cubs when they are no bigger than 
kittens, but he has not allowed this 
to deter him from annually making 
an early start. He argues that they al 
ways have a tremendous lot of foxes, 
and that the sooner young hounds 
get to know their business the bet- 
ter able they will be to show sport 
when November brings the regular 
eason, It is a fact that many packs 
unable to do much cubbing are only 
half ‘made’ when foxhunting proper 
should begin. Most packs are now 
doing early morning road exercise 
to harden their feet and discipline 
them but they no longer present the 
imposing spectacle they did. There 
are diverse views as to whether big 
packs are necessary, and whether 
twenty-odd couples show any more 
sport than ten couples. There is, 
however, no gainsavying the fact that 
there is impressiveness in numbers. 
Most packs have been’ reduced to 
skeleton proportions; the young en- 
try for this season is the smallest 
ever, and nobody yet seems to know 
just what plans will be made; how 
much hunting there will be, when it 
will commence, or what it’s charact- 
er. We hear that there are to be no 
new scarlet coats for Hunt servants 
this season, and unti] the days of 

peace return opening fixtures, and 
the sport generally will be shorn of 
all parade, panoply and colour.

Something good comes from all 
evil, and quite definitely the furor 
that Thomas Piatt caused in stopping 
his sale, the first incident of its 
kind in the history of Saratoga yearl- 
ing sales, was such that no other 
breeder will ever venture it—it will 
never happen again. Mr. Piatt, veter- 
an Kentucky breeder, stood up and 
said: ‘“‘As long as we cannot get de- 
cent prices for these horses, we might 
as well stop the sale’’. His chestnut 
colt by Transmute—Polly Mac, by 
Macaw was in the ring at the time 
and had $600 bid on him 

Considerable confusion followed, 
until finally the auctioneer explained 
that $600 had been accepted for the 
Transmute colt and that he must be 
old. Bidding continued on the Trans- 
mute and the Railroad Stable finally 
was successful at $1,300. Including 
this price, Mr. Piatt had sold 9 
yearlings for $7,000 or an average 
of $875 He withdrew 17 yearlings. 

Such an average must have in- 
censed the Kentuckian, who could 
arken back to the days when he 
once had averaged some $6,000 and 
more for John P. Grier lots. But 
these were averages of other days 
and the yearlings he had to offer this 
year perhaps were just not so fash- 
ionable What mainly aroused Mr. 
Piatt was the $200 paid for the 
Transmute—Incentive, by Spanish 
Prince filly, consigned jointly by R 
M. Young and T. C. Piatt 

In defense of Mr. Piatt it may be 
said that many of the bigger buyers 
were not yet at the ring-side, even 
half-way through the sale, due to 
a Benefit for Britain din- 


ner. Such benefits should not be

held in Saratoga during the sales 
weeks, at least not commence until
